"I've never heard of anything 
so ridiculous in my life," he said, 
adding the mailbox moves may 
end up doing more harm than 
good if they’re not spotted by 
passing motorists.

Liberals running 
out of strategies 

D alton McGuinty’s Plan A has failed. His aggressive plan 
to restore his majority government by offering a plum 
appointment to former Tory MPP Elizabeth Witmer, thus 
opening up a byelection in Kitchener-Waterloo that the liberals 
desperately hoped to win, backfired badly. 

They limped in a poor third in K-W. 

Sure, they managed to hang on to Greg Sorbara’s stronghold in 
Vaughan, but Sorbara is a savvy political type who kept his riding 
happy with promises of a hospital and a subway. 

So what's the Plan B for McGuinty? It’s clear he’s tired and 
wants to move on. Who can blame him? He’s led his party into 
four elections and been premier for nine years. Much as the party 
owes him a lot, and much as he's the face of the Liberal brand 
right now, the party needs to bring in new blood. 

Precipitating the Htchener-Waterloo byelecdon was a costly 
mistake for McGuinty. 

The cost of the two byelections will likely run into half a million 
dollars. 

And for what? For his personal considerations? To bring him 
back into a majority government? 

So much for all the platitudes we hear from the Liberals about 
how voters told them to make the minority work. 

The Liberals are bullies. They have absolutely no idea howto 
play nicely with other parties. If they're so eager to work with 
others to make the minority work, why were they out scouring the 
bushes for opposition seats they could win over? 

The Liberals have their annual general meeting slated for the 
end of this month in Ottawa Oddly, though, with barely three 
weeks to go, aU mention of the AGM has disappeared from their 
website. 

The legislature is due to vote on crucial legislation freezing 
teacher pay and banning strikes next week. The bill was pure 
posturing on the part of the liberals. I suspect they thought it 
would play well with their base of support in K-W. It backfired. 
Now that they've been burned, will the Liberals try to play nice 
with the teacher unions and attempt to come to a deal with them? 

Plan B could be that the Liberals press pause and prorogue 
Parliament in order to hold a leadership campaign. Suspending 
Parliament would put Progressive Conservative Leader Tim 
Hudak under even more pressure as Tories chew over their 
political future. 

Plan C could be that McGuinty introduces another divisive, 
contentious piece of legislation. When, inevitably, all parties are 
at war and when MPPs are pitted against each other, he could 
head off to talk to Lt.-Gov. David Onley and tell him this minority 
Parliament is unworkable and ask him to call an election. 

This Liberal government is on life support and plagued with

Humberstone School No. 6 
(Julia Yager Community Centre) 



REASONS FOR THE DESIGNATION 

This property meets numerous criteria required for designation under Part IV of the Ontario Heritage Act. 

The current structure dates back to one of the oldest schools still in existence in what is now called Port Col¬ 
borne and sits on the site of possibly the first school in this area. Consequently, the property has historical 
value or associative value because it has direct associations with institutions that have had significance to our 
community and the property yields information that contributes to an understanding of our community. 

The style of this school is an example of the early 1900 style schools - “one room” red brick schoolhouses - 
and may contain some of the bricks used in the previous school structure, which dates back to 1866. Hence, 
the property has design value because it is a rare, unique, representative or early example of a style, type, 
expression, material or construction method and it displays a high degree of craftsmanship or artistic merit. 

This building, being located at a visually dominant position at the intersection of two historic and old traveled 
roads, forms an important feature on what may be classified as a “cultural heritage landscape’.’The property 
therefore has contextual value because it is important in defining and supporting the character of the area, is 
physically and functionally linked to its surroundings, and is a landmark. Furthermore, many of the original city 
founders would have been educated at this site.

The ceremony will take place on Saturday, September 15,2012 from 11:00 a.m. to 12:00 p.m. at 2703 Chippawa 
Road. Cake and punch reception to follow. The Heritage Port Colborne Committee welcomes all interested parties 
to attend the ceremony.
